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In the Classrooms 


Kindergarten Readiness has started 

reading groups. We will be doing our big Plant/Earth Unit 
this nine weeks. We will be showing off some of the things 
from this unit at Open House. 

Kindergarten had fun learning about rainbows 
before spring break and we even made rainbows with food 
coloring and milk in a dish! We also made rainbow 
toast and it was so colorful and yummy! This week we are 
starting a transportation unit in social studies so we will 
know all about what travels in the air, land and sea. 

Second Graders are enjoying the spring 

weather and working hard while in the classroom. We are 
working with 10's and 1's in math class, learning to use 
that knowledge to solve word problems and decide which 
operations to use. In Language, we are learning the differ- 
ence between singular and plural as we write about sym- 
bols of our country, such as the flag and Statue of Liber- 
ty. In Social Studies, we are learning about the constitu- 
tion and government. We are finishing our unit on states 
of matter this week, by mixing liquids (paint colors). I am 
looking forward to testing week and know this group will be 
doing their very best! 


Fourth Graders are completing a literature 

circle novel unit. They are working together in small 
groups to read, complete activities, and discuss the novel 
events. After Easter, the students will begin a new novel, 
Night of the Twisters, an exciting story with the theme 
of survival! The students have become adjective detectives 
and are now beginning a unit about adeverbs and how 
they can make sentences so much more interesting! 


Our math unit has us creating a 10,000 chart and using it 
to understand the interlocking place value involved. We will 
continue to multiply and divide! 

In our Texas history, we have learned how the oil boom 
brought Texas big changes at the turn of the 20th century 
and are ready to explore happenings in the early 1900s, 
including the world wars and the Depression. 

We look forward to creating a Resurrection Garden before 
Easter and a field trip to Dallas Heritage Village later in 
April to culminate our Texas History studies. 

Middle School 

Math and Language Arts 

Fifth grade: The students will be studying decimal place 
value and how to convert decimals and fractions. In lan- 
guage arts the students will be reading and reporting on 
biographies. 

Sixth grade: The students will be working on finding the 
perimeter and area of different shapes such as circles and 
triangles. In language arts the students will be reading a 
new novel called Bud, Not Buddy. 

Seventh grade: The students will be working on solving 
math operations with integers. In language arts the stu- 
dents will be working with a historical fiction novel called 
The Secret Garden and writing autobiographies. 

Eighth grade: The students will be investigating statistics 
concepts and how they apply in real world situations. In 
language arts the students will be working on a novel 
called Summer of the Monkeys. 

Spanish 

Fifth thru Eighth grade: The students are learning to apply 
vocabulary they have studied in everyday conversations. 
They also are working on identifying masculine and femi- 
nine forms of words.
